CROSSING BRIDGES 


Lloyd and Beau Bridges, father and son, star in “Benjamin Franklin: 
The Whirlwind,” first of a four-part series on the life of the 
peerless statesman. They have acted together 
before, and this is what they have to say about each other.

made a lot of westerns, and I used 
Į: let our kids—Beau, Cindy and 

Jeff—get into costume and appear 
in scenes. Beau was four when he got his 
first acting job, only it really wasn't act- 
ing. All he had to do was sit on a stile by 
a ranch house. He got five dollars for 
doing that. After the scene, his mother 
asked him what he was going to do with 
the five dollars. He said, “I'm going to 
give it to the poor.” She was touched, but 
didn’t make any comment because he 
was only four years old. So then he 
looked up at her and said, “Isn't that a 
lovely thought?” 

We laughed, but that was Beau. He 
was our first child, and as the others 
came along he was never jealous of 
them. There is great love in our family. 
Beau is a little older than Jeff, and has 
been a big help in getting him started 
on his career. There's no rivalry at all. 

Actors have a lot of free time, and I 
always spent it with the kids. We all had 
fun together, I showed them how to fake 
fights and do some of the routines we 
stage for action pictures. I thought it 
was a very clever way of getting them 
acquainted with working in front of a 
camera, if that time should come. But 
Beau overdid it. He and a friend decided 
to frighten my wife by pretending to 
fight outside our home in Malibu, It 
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worked so well that she ran out with a 
rolling pin, and went after the guy who 
was beating up Beau. She wouldn't 
speak to either of them for several hours 
after that. 

Beau was always very much into ath- 
letics. He was on the basketball and 
baseball teams in school, and was 
touted by the Dodgers as a matter of 
fact. He really wanted to be a coach. 

So I never tried to force Beau, or Jeff 
either for that matter, into acting, but 
the door was open if they cared to enter. 
T warned them that they had to cut the 
mustard or they wouldn't make it. They 
had to have the talent, the appetite, the 
desire. 

Beau did a few of my shows with me, 
then other producers became aware of 
him and he was on his way. They never 
hired him because he was my son. It was 
because he turned in a good job.

ome sons wouldn't want a celeb- 
S rity for a father. They'd worry 

about being overshadowed, or 
whether they could live up to Dad’s 
importance. 

Not me. 

Tve always had a warm relationship 
with my father. Warm, but not always 
easy. He's a perfectionist, he demands a 
lot, and sometimes it’s hard to please 
him. When I was 12 or so, I did some- 
thing that really annoyed him. “All 
right, Beau,” he said. “I’m absolutely 
through with you. Do whatever you 
want. I don’t care. I'm finished with 
you.” I went to my room and thought 
that ove: RE 
"ve got news for you, Dad,” 
‘ou can't be through with me vi 
I'm21.It'sagainst the law!” And we both 
started to laugh. 

Sports-consumed me while I was 
growing up, and Dad was my Little 
League coach as I'm coach for my kids 
now. I played third base, but one time he 
put me in as a relief pitcher in the last 


inning of a championship game when 
the score was 8-0 in our favor and the 
bases were loaded. I went in and walked 
nine players. Dad wouldn’t take me out. 
I was mad as hay, but in retrospect I 
realize and admire what he did. He was 
teaching me something. He could have 
let me off the hook, but he kept me hang- 
ing in there. He'd been through the mill, 
he knew what it meant to stick with 
whatever you'd started. He was giving 
me experience—the hard way. 

Dad did nothing to get me into his 
business of acting until it became 
obvious that I'd never be a career ath- 
lete. My fantasy of playing basketball at 


UCLA was just that, a fantasy. Those 
guys were over six feet tall, and I'm 
under that. So Dad offered me a couple 
of parts in his TV series, “Sea Hunt.” I 
was 17, and I could see that he was giv- 
ing me an unusual opportunity. He had 
a great attitude toward his work, he e 
joyed it, and it gave hima lot of satisfac- 
tion. I was encouraged by his example. 

Dad taught me as much as he could 
about acting. He gave me a way of going 
at it, and in doing so he made the transi- 
tion smooth from being my father- 
teacher to becoming my father-friend 
and co-worker. We have done a good 
many shows together, and I look for- 
ward to more.

How We Do Pooh 


The Hundred Acre 
Wood, happiest forest in 
the world, may seem as 
real to viewers as their own 
backyard, but it doesn’t ex- 
ist at all! A unique kind of 
“film magic” brings each 
of its delightful storybook 
settings to life. 

Visits to Pooh's house, 
Rabbit's garden and Owl's 
treetop home are made pos- 
sible by a sophisticated de- 
vice called an “ultimatte.” 

This advanced technical 
wizardry involves photo- 
graphing the life-size pup- 
pet characters on a bare 
stage against a blue backing 
with only minor props and 
set pieces. The back- 
grounds, which in reality 


are either miniature sets or 
artist's paintings, are pho- 
tographed separately. 
Then, through the magic of 
the ultimatte, they are elec- 
tronically blended together 
into a single picture. 

“The ultimatte is also the 
only piece of equipment ca- 
pable of picking up the char- 
acters’ shadows as they 
move and dance,” says pro- 
ducer Frank Brandt. “This 
gives ‘Welcome to Pooh Cor- 
ner’ its rich, three-dimen- 
sional quality." 

It takes a total of four ca 
meras to do a single scen: 
using the ultimatte process. 
“But,” Brandt idds, “we 
wouldn't look one-third as 
good without it.”

“Collecting antiques 

probably saved my sanity,” 
quips EPCOT Magazine’s 
Great Ideas Tipster, Frank 
Berry. “As a comedian and 
cruise entertainment direc- 
tor, I've traveled a great 
deal, and I’ve often found 
myself in unfamiliar places 
with a great deal of time on 
my hands. So I began read- 
ing and collecting to pass 
the time. It's a wonderful 
way to get to know people. 
You have an instant rap- 
port. I hated social studies 
as a child—all those dates 
and names—but collecting 
has made history real for 
me,” 
Frank, whose main rule 
of thumb for collecting 
seems to be “enjoy it,” is 
also an equally enthusiastic 
cook. He dons a chef's hat 
as “The Three-Minute 
Gourmet” on EPCOT Mag- 
azine to share recipes and 
some off-beat ideas like this 
one for perfectly poached 
fish: wrap fish tightly in 
foil and run through one 
complete dishwasher cy- 
cle.

1 sheet of strong, lightweight 
paper (24" wide by 30" long) 
or a plastic trash bag. 

2 pine or balsa strips or Ye" 
thick dowels GA" long and 
30" long).

You can find them in 
hardware stores.) 

Fishing line or sturdy cotton 
twine.

Sterling Holloway was a familiar voice 
in many Disney films. What’s he doing 
now?—S.S.O. and F.O., Dearborn 
Heights, Mich. 


Holloway, 78, is retired and living in 
Laguna Beach, Calif. His distinct and 
recognizable voice was first used by 
Walt Disney as the stork in “Dumbo” 
way back in 1941. 

The quality of the voice was such that 
Disney animators loved working with 
it. So Holloway gave further perfor- 
mances during the next four decades, 
including Flower the Skunk in “Bambi,” 
the Cheshire Cat in “Alice in Wonder- 
land,” Kaa the snake in “The Jungle 
Book,” Amos the mouse who befriended 
Ben Franklin in “Ben and Me” (shown 
this month on MOUSETERPIECE 
THEATER), Roquefort the mouse in 
“The Aristocats,” and Pooh in “Winnie 
the Pooh.” 

There is probably no other actor in 
Hollywood who is as well-known by his 
voice alone. 


What was the name of Zorros horse? 
—D.D., Carmel, Calif. 


This is a frequently asked question, 
and the answer is “Tornado.” 

Zorro, gallant defender of the poor 
and scourge of military tyrants in Span- 
ish California, originally slashed his 
ragged “Z” symbol for television audi- 
ences on October 10, 1957. The popular 
Disney TV series starring Guy Williams 
as the swashbuckling hero aired for two 
seasons, a total of 78 episodes.

The chosen house 
occupied a full block in the center of 
town, and was surrounded by spacious 
lawns and gardens. It was built in 1877 
as a replica of an old Natchez, Missis- 
sippi antebellum house.
